CHRISTIANITY IN THE SICK ROOM. 


The Pastor Says the Medicos Are the 


Servants of God and 


Mankind. 


The Rev. HoTaert F. Coyle, D. D., 


preached a "Sermon, to Doctors" last 
evening at 
the First 
Pres'byterian 


Church in which -he criticised- the posi- 
tion of those who wished to dispense 
with physicians and •medicines and de- 
fended the -doctors, whose humanitar- 
ian work he considered should closely 
ally them with the ministers of the 
gospel. 
On several points, however, 


Doctor Coyle took issue with the physi- 
cians. He believes they should not bar 
the ministers from the sick room. He 
spoke in part as- follows: 


"And Asa in. the thirty and ninth 


year of his reign was diseased in his 
feet until his disease was exceeding 
great, yet in his disease he sought not 
to the Lord, tout to the physciana. 'And 
Asa slept "with his fathers- and died on 
the one and fortieth year of his age," 
2 Chronicles 16:12-13. 


"This is not a thrust at the physi- 


cians. The implication la not that 'Asa 
slept with 
-his fathers 
because 
he 


sought the aid of the medicine men. 
Nothing of the kind was In the mind 
of the inspired historian. The reibu'ke 
is to the king- himself for putting all 
dependence uipon the physicians and 
neglecting the help of Go'd. H-e should 
have sought unto both the physicians. 


country there are dispensaries and in- 
firmaries where many of the ibest physi- 
cians give their strength -and skill and 
time free. All the compensation they 
ask is the privilege of doing something 
to serve the suffering 
poor. I -know 


physicians in this city who are almost 
daily ministering to the sick who have 
no means to pay them. 


"Now, having said' all these1 conrpli- 


mentary things, and I 'have said them 
because -they are true and 'because I 
believe they -will encourage and stim- 
ulate, you 'will permit me- to say some 
words in a different strain. The preach- 
er and the doctor oug-h-t to ibe the toest 
of friends. No other calling should tie 
in- more complete syim.pa.thy. The min- 
ister and the physician should work 
together in- perfect Jiarrnony and when 
they meet in the house where sickness 
is, it should ibe as co-laiborers and ser- 
vant of the same God. 


-"But I am sorry to say it Is not al- 


ways so. Too often- ttie preacher calls 
to -inquire aftout some -sick one, and the 
nurse comes 
down- softly 
and says: 


iShe must not Ibe disturbed. The doc- 
tor left strict orders to let no'body see 
her.' 
Now, against this frequent ex- 


clusion- of the -minister of Jesus Christ 
from the sick chamber I enter an em- 
phatic protest. 
There may 'be rare 


cases in -which It is -wise and necessary, 
although I ami strongly inclined to- the
